Dividend declared 


The Board of Directors of 
K mart Corporation on January 
22, 1980 approved that a cash 
dividend be paid on March 138, 
1980, on the outstanding shares 
of the corporation’s common 
stock to holders of record on 
February 22, 1980, in the 
amount of 21¢ per share. 

Chairman Robert E. Dewar 
told the Board that December 


operating results were affected 
by lower-than-anticipated sales 
during the Christmas season, 
continuing expense pressures, 
and higher-than-expected mark- 
downs resulting from unsea- 
sonably warm weather. He said 
indications are K mart’s fourth 
quarter earnings will be below 
the prior year’s fourth quarter 
performance. 


Sales increase 23.5% 


Sales for the four weeks ended 
January 23, 1980, were 
$801,665,000. This is a 23.5% in- 
over 1979 sales of 
$649,055,000 for the same period. 


Sales for the fiscal year 1979 
ended January 23, 1980 were 
$12,705,264,000, a 14% increase 
compared to $11,145,346,000 in 
the fiscal year 1978. 


Commenting on -the sales, 
Chairman Robert E. Dewar said, 


“Sales were on target with our 


expectations. We had a stronger 
promotional program in each of 
the four weeks of January com- 
pared with the prior year. The 
program included an extra ad- 
vertising roto prepared several 
months earlier. More favorable 
weather this year was also a fac- 
tor. We would not expect abnor- 
mal markdowns due to over- 
stocks on seasonal merchandise.” 
As of January 23, 1980, there 
were 2,069 stores compared to 
1,897 in January 24, 1979.

Suggestions 


K mart employees are always 
trying to find better methods of 
running their departments effi- 
ciently. Many of their sugges- 
tions are awarded and put into 
practice. These are some 
award-winning suggestions. 


William Boyer, IV — 7096, 
Solana Beach, CA — William 
has created an ID system for 
unclaimed photofinishings by 
marking envelopes with colored 
felt tip pens. A different color 
would be assigned to each month 
and thus employees could iden- 
tify how long, envelopes have 
been in the photofinishing 
drawer by their colors rather 
than their dates. 

William feels this would allow 
for better follow-up on unclaimed 
envelopes and create an easier 
identification system. This idea 
is being used locally. 


James Krall — 7215, Austin, 
MN — James suggested that in 
the pharmacy department, some 
of the wording in the official 
medicine record be deleted. The 
agreement to the customer would 
read, “We will verify and sign 
your completed tax and insur- 
ance forms.” Formerly, the 
agreement read, “We will verify 
and sign your completed tax and 
insurance forms, but we are un- 
able to complete them for you 
due to the overwhelming demand 
laced upon our limited staff.”

Clementon, NJ — The handling 


of charge sales should include 
writing the credit card number 
in the description area of the 
sales draft. This would eliminate

Darrell Hutchinson — 7203, 
Tallahassee FL — Darrell 
suggested starting an employee 
security education program. The 
program involves teaching one 
security concept to employees by 
the security director at the 
weekly store meeting. This would 
promote security consciousness 
throughout the store. The result 
would be a decrease in the cases 
of external theft. This idea is 
being used locally. 


Ronald DeLoach — MDC, 
Fairless Hills, PA — Ronald 
suggested using padding on both 
ends of poles which are used to 
break up merchandise jams on 
the shipping lanes. When mer- 
sometimes shifts 0 e shipping 
lane, creating jams. Putting pads 
on the ends of the poles will pre- 
vent them from puncturing the 
yee and damaging merchan- 
ise. 


Reye’s Syndrome kills children 


Reye’s Syndrome is an often 
fatal disease affecting children 
18 years of age and under. It 
usually follows a viral illness 
such as the flu or chicken pox. A 
child may be recovering from an 
illness and be almost ready to go 
back to school when the symp- 
toms appear. 

The first sign of Reye’s Syn- 
drome is violent, relentless vom- 
iting. Their hands and feet may 
be cold and clammy, their tem- 
perature may be normal or sub- 
normal and sometimes the pupils 
are dilated. 

During the second stage, the 
child becomes irritable and nega- 
tive, wanting to be left alone. 
They may feel very fatigued or 
“washed-out” and sleep all the 
time. 

After this, the child becomes 
confused. For example, they may 
find their way into the bathroom, 
but will not be able to find their 
way out. Then the child becomes 
hostile and is unable to recognize 
family’: members and familiar 
surroundings. They often scream 
and strike out, kicking and bit- 
ing. Then the child enters a 
coma. The average time from the 


period of vomiting to death, if 
death is to occur, is 3 to 5 days. 

“We don’t want to scare par- 
ents,” says Willma Cotton from 
the Reye’s Syndrome Study 
Center at Children’s Hospital of 
Detroit, Michigan, “but we do 
want them to be aware so they'll 
watch closely while their child is 
recovering from a viral infection. 

“We don’t have a cure for 
Reye’s Syndrome because we 
don’t know what causes it. But 
the child needs to be hospitalized 
so that supportive therapy can be 
given to the child.” If sufficient 
time can be gained with suppor- 
tive treatment, the child has a 
better chance of recovering. This 
is why it is important to watch 
for the illness and act quickly 
when you notice symptoms. 

If you suspect your child has 
contracted Reye’s, call your 
physician immediately. Indicate 
what symptoms your child has 
and that you are concerned about 
Reye’s Syndrome. If you can’t 
contact your physician, go to the 
hospital emergency room im- 
mediately. Quick action is im- 
perative to give your child the 
greatest opportunity for recovery.
